of San Fernando de Figueras, andnotwith- 
ftanding th at juftice demands the execution 
of the aforefaid fentence pronounced againft 
the four principal culprits concerned there, 
Torres^ Keating, 
AllendLc, and Ortuzar : 
out of the Royal Clemency (which never- 
thelefs fhall on no account be brought for- 
ward or cited hereafter as a precedent in like 
cafes) I do hereby annul the fentence of 
death pronounced againft the aforemention- 
ed Torres, Keating, Allendt and Ortuzar^ 
who Hiall, neverthclefs, in purfuance of this 
my royal decree, be immediately ftripped of 
their uniform, deprived of their privileges 
and pre-eminences, and of all diftin£lion» 
whatever annexed thereto ; requiring from 
the faid delinquents, fuch royal documents 
as they may have in their poiTeiUon, and 
erafing their names from all fuch remem- 
brances and records as are kept by the 
army. 


" Alfo, I command that in two h®urs 
from the communicating to them this my 
royal decree, they fhall be expelled and 
alienated for ever from my dominions, ob- 
ferving in the execution thereof, the man« 
ner and form fuch as is prefcribed by the 
articles of war—and if unfortunately, they 
ihould be found hereafter within my do- 
minions, thry iliall fuffer the punifiiment 
aforefaid, without the benefit of an appeal. 


" Likewife I forbid that in any part of 
my dominions there (hall be given them, by 
any perfon or perfons of whatever clafs or 
diftinftion foever, reception or afliftance, 
fave only fuch as humanity may require in 
fuch cafes, under pain of my royal difplea- 
fure and fevereft puniftjment. 


" I alfo forbid under the aforementioned 
penalty, any perfon or perfons whatever, 
to aik, or fpcak in behalf of thcfe unfortu» 
nate men. 


" I command the immediate publication 
of this my royal decree, and of as many 
copies thereof as may be found neceifary 
for publication throughout my dominions 
in Europe, Afia, and America."

the faid delinquents, fuch royal documents 
as they may have in their pofleflion, 
and 
erafing their names from all fuch remem­ 
brances and records 
as are kept by the 
army. 
44 Alfo, I command that in two h#urs 
from the communicating to them this my 
royal decree, they fh a 11 bt expelled and 
alienated for ever from my dominions, ob- 
lerving in the execution thereof, the man­ 
ner and form fuch as is preferred by the 
articles o f war— and if unfortunately, they 
fhoiild be found hereafter within my do­ 
minions, they fiiall fuflfcr the punifhment 
aforefaid, without the benefit of an appeal. 
44 Likewife I forbid that in any part of 
my dominions there (hall be given them, by 
any perfon or perfons of whatever clafs or 
dift»n&i®n foever, reception or afliftance, 
fave only fuch as humanity may require in 
fuch cafes, under pain o f my royal difplca- 
fure and fevered punilliment. 
44 I alfo forbid under the aforementioned 
penalty, any perfon or perfons whatever, 
to alk, or fpcak in behalf of thefe unfortu­ 
nate men.
